David Muchow, BOB, called in connection 
with H. Con. Res. 80 introduced by Representative Frank Annunzio (D. , 111. ) 
expressing the sense of Congress against the persecution of persons by Soviet 
Russia because of their religion to determine if the Agency's position (factual 
statements) reported in previous years in connection with similar resolutions 
had materially altered. Muchow said that State's report to the Foreign Affairs 
Committee on H. Con. Res. 80 is consistent with State's previous reports on 
this subject, namely against official condemnation and in favor of continuing 
efforts by private groups to improve the situation. I told him we would check 
with the substantive people and be back in touch tomorrow. 
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In response to his call last week, I talked 
with Ben Gilleas, on the staff o£ the Senate Preparedness Subcommittee, on 
the 


case. 


I told him that the case was pending with our Director 
of Personnel, who had all the facts, and that I would expect a decision in the 
near future. I told him I would be in touch with him as soon as I learned of 
the outcome.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Conversation with Mr. Victor Zafra, Bureau of the Budget, 

and Mr. Andrew Ruddock, Civil Service Commission- - 
CIA Retirement Act Amendments 


1. Based upon the statement yesterday by Mr. Andrew Ruddock, 
Civil Service Commission, I informed Mr. Victor Zafra, Bureau of the 
Budget, that I had been unable to contact anyone in CSC aware of BOB's 
request for legislative proposals on transfer of credit and minimum 
guaranteed benefits. Zafra assured me that he had contacted all major 
Federal staff retirement systems in this respect, agreed that we should 
coordinate with CSC, and suggested we check with Mr. James Spry, 
Executive Assistant to the Commissioners. 

2. I reported this conversation to Mr. Andrew Ruddock, who 
after checking reported the following: 

a. Zafra had called Spry and as a result they were looking 
at last year's proposal, would update and keep it ready pending 
a decision by the Administration on transmittal to the Congress. 

b. The Commission is not against the transfer of credit 
and minimum benefit concepts in principle, but deferred the 
matter earlier in the year in recognition of higher priority 
needs. 


c. A problem still to be faced by CSC is consultation with 
employee organizations in connection with their past opposition 
to certain features of the proposal. 

I requested that Mr. Ruddock send a copy of the updated proposal to us, 
which he said he would do. 
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3. Later, Mr. Robert Hull, Department of State, called, and I 
advised him of the above. Under the circumstances he indicated they, 
too, would await further developments from the Civil Service Commission 
before submitting the requested report to BOB.
